joined account of bow National 
Banks wen started. It nays that aa 
association of gentlemen in an Bant- 
ers Slate raised 1300,00J in currenc y. 
They went to the office if the Regis- 
ter of the Treasury and exchanged 
their currency for three hundred 
thousand dollars in six per oent. gold 
bearing bonds. They l.hen went to 
the office of the Comptroller of the 
Currency in the same building, or- 
ganised a National Bank, deposited 
their $300,000 in bonds and received 
for their bank $276,000 in National 
Bank currency. They had let the 
Government have $30,000 in cur- 
rency more than they roomed for 
banking purposes, and had on de- 
posit $300,000. on which they re- 
ceived as interest from the Govern- 
ment 118,000 a year in gold (and ex- 
empt from taxation). This was pret- 
ty good financiering fot these banks 
to receive $18,000 a year in gold on 
the $30,000 in currency, which they 
bad just loaned to the Government. 
But this is not the whole story. They 
bad their bank made a public deposi- 
tory. 
They soon diiwovered that 


then was scarcely ever less than a 
million of dollars of Government 
money deposited within their vaults. 
They did DO', like to see this vast 
sum idle. 
They

81,000,000 of flve-twent.r bonds with 
ii 
In other words, they loaned 


8100,000 of the Ooveinment's own 
money to the Government, and de- 
posited the bonds received in the 
•vaults of their bank, on which they 
received from the same Government 
860,000 a year in gol3 as interest. 
Thus for the $30,000 in currency 
which they originally 
loaned the 


Government, they received annually 
in all 878,000 in gold.

Several hundred female silk 


weavers were on the strike this week, 
and they have just returned to work 
at the reduced rates as peaceably as 
any one could wish, and all on no- 
oonnt of the mollifying (•fleets of ice 
eream. Thoir employei invited tbtim 
all to an ioe cream festival, and the 
grievances were talked over while 
dish after dish of the frigid com 
pound disappeared, and. some how or 
other the vast troubles that had 
arisen between labor and capital dw- 
•olved as did the luscious congelation 
(icecream). As the entertainment 
•wore on, such was the wild exhilara- 
tion produced by unlimited indul- 
gence in this flowing bcvrl, or frozap 
bowl, rather, that the strikers unani- 
mously resolved to begin work next 
morning, and then as unanimously 
ordered np another aincerfall. If 
the railroad companiei would take 
this lesson lo heart, and invite all 
their strikers to a first-class oyster 
•upper, now that this dish is grad- 
ually supplanting ice cream, there is 
little doubt that as dozen after dozen 
disappeared and plate after plate also 
disappeared to be revlct nailed, enter- 
prises of great pith and moment in 
the opinion of the strikers wonld, 
•with this regard, "Their currents 
tarn away, and low the name of 
aotion." This method is worthy of 
the eoaaidantion of employers, and, 
as it is much cheaper than calling 
ont the soldiers, and although, per 
Baps as fatal, yet it is n.or* pleasant, 
to the strikers. There is a strong 
probability that this plan would 
effootaally grab out the long existing

The terrible condition of 
the laboring classes has aroused 
them to a sense of tbeii wrongs nod 
of their power. They look bark over 
half a century of legislation in which 
they hare been ignored, and too, 
they look around them and see the 
monuments erected to men ont of 
their ranks, who laid down their 
lives that the country might live. 
Tbey have gathered ij public as- 
semblies in several of c.ur cities, and 
they and the owners of Capital are 
surprised at their numbers, their 
intelligence and the community of 
feeling by which they ure possessed. 
Next week a grand demonstration 
of the idle men and women in Sun 
Francisco U to take plitce, and it is 
estimated that between five and nix 
thoniand persons will be in line. 
The fact is the workiogmen of the 
country are seriously considering the 
question, "Why shall not we, woo 
are the vast majority ct the popula- 
tion, take this government into onr 
own bands." We havs permitted it 
to become an oligarchy of Capital by 
onr negligence, by onr slavish sub- 
mission to the orders of Capital, by 
oar allowing Capital to make lavs to 
promota its interests and to oppress 
us. Now, when we »e to what a 
disgraceful pass Capital has brought 
tbe country, and to what a miser- 
able condition it him brought us, 
why shall we not rii* in our own 
might, and at tbe ballot box tuin 
oat these unjust sml unprofitable 
stewards, and make this a republic 
in feet as in name?

he had money with which to pur- 
chase the tools of hu trade. There 
was so much pathos in tbe tone, so 
much eadness in tbe tearful face, so 
mnoh apparent sincerity in the pro- 
fession of a desire to reform, that 
Professor Wayland could not help 
believing that he had fonnd, at last, 
a genuine case deserving assistance 
The officur in charge of the ward 
cautioned the Professor against throw- 
ing away his simpathy; but the Pro- 
fessor was Dot to be moved from his 
design, and accordingly informed the 
youth that if he would call on him 
at a given hour ou the following day, 
with any one of tbe numerous testi- 
monials to previous good character 
which he stated bis ability to pro- 
duce, he (Professor Wayland} won Id 
give him each assistance as he needed 
to set him up in business once more. 
The tramp was profuse in bis expres- 
sions of gratitude, but did not keep 
his appointment, and the Professor 
has never seen him since. 


The conclnsion which the Profes- 


sor has reached with respect to tramps 
is that they should be placed in a 
situation which will, first, provide 
for their necessities; second, compel 
them to pflrform useful work; third, 
prevent them from committing crime; 
fourth, render it impossible for them 
to propagate paupers, This involves 
the idea of confinement, with en- 
forced labor. The Professor advoca- 
ted State laws on tbe subject, having 
these ends in view, and cordially 
commended a bill prepared and 
offered to the lost Assembly of tbe 
State of New York by the State Char- 
ities Aid Association, which pro- 
vided for the establishment in eacb 
judicial district of the State of an 
institution for the confinement and 
employment of vagrants. 
One of 


the features in the bill is a provision 
for the opening, by the managers of 
each institution, of an account with 
all 
vagrants 
duly 
committed, 


charging them with alt the expense B 
incurred by the managers for their 
board and maintenance, and credit- 
ing them with a fair and reasonable 
compensation for tbe labor performed 
by them, and, at the expiration of 
their terms of sentence, pa ing to 
them snob balance as shall be found 
due to them at the time of their dis- 
charge.
